BENGAL  TIGER.  (Pratt) — Large  blossoms  of  a 
peculiar  shade  of  smoky  red,  striped  and  lined 
with  smoky  blue  gray;  midseason.

BETTY  JOY.  (Purple) — Soft  creamy  white, 

flushed  La  France  pink.  Many  open  on  a  fine, 
strong,  straight  spike;  placement  perfect.  Me¬ 
dium  early.

BETTY  NUTHALL.  (Salbach)— Light  coral  with 
pale  orange  throat,  feathered  carmine.  Tall, 
magnificent  plant  and  flower.

BITTERSWEET.  (Miss  Baldwin) — Introduced  in 
1928.

This  seedling  was  one  of 
the  most  outstanding  of  the  Mid-West  Gladiolus 
Show  1927.  It  has  the  ability  to  hold  open  a  long 
spike  of  bloom  over  a  longer  period  than  any  glad 
we  have  ever  handled.  Color  of  bloom  true  Bit¬ 
tersweet  orange,  slightly  splashed  dull  violet. 
Blooms  of  medium  size  but  beautifully  formed. 
Plant  very  strong  and  sturdy.  Sometimes  over 
5  ft.  tall.

BLUE  TORCH.  (Hornberger) — Lavender  blue, 
similar  to  Rev.  Eubank  but  a  little  lighter  in 
color  and  larger  flower,  tall  straight  spike.

CHATEAU  THIERRY.  (Vos) — Orange  scarlet 
with  straw  yellow  blotch  in  throat,  large  wide 
open  blooms.
